The past week has been a quiet one 
a* far as municipal matters are. concern- 
ed. The one important development -was 
the action of the council at ita regular 
weekly session ou Monday evening last 
in determining that tlio competitive sys- 
tem will bo followed hi selecting plans 
for the Carnegie library building, it 
cannot bo said that tho liual decision 
by the council on the mutter meets with 
unanimous approval, there existing u 
very noticeable feeling of disapproval at 
such a course being followed— it being 
claimed by many that the competitive 
system has worked very unsatisfactorily 
whenever it has been tried iu Victoria. 
On Tuesday a meeting of the special 
mimittee which has been appointed to 
arrange the details of the competition 
will be held, and it will be very mater- 
ially assisted in its work in having in- 
formation before it which tho Colonist 
wits instrumental in securing — tho Col- 
ojiist's Ottawa correspondent having 
forwarded very valuable data respect- 
ing the manner in which, tho library 
plans competition was conducted in con- 
nection with the building of a Carnegie 
library structure at the Federal capital. 
Mr. Itidgway AVilsou makes the sug- 
gestion that each architect who intends 
competing should show in black and 
white sketches what general idea ho 
proposes to adopt, that an expert should 
then bo asked to pick out tho beat, the 
originator afterwards developing it to 
suit the ideas of the council. Opi>on- 
ents of tho competitive system niuko the 
prediction that it will be mouths before 
a start is made upon the building ow- 
ing to tho long delay which is sure to en- 
sue before a plan shall have been n greed 
upon and tenders called for. 

TRADING STAfMP TAX. 
A letter from Johns Bros, read at 
the last meeting of tho council revived 
memories of the days when tho trading 
stamp was a visitor to almost every 
household. Messrs. Johns Bros, asked 
for a refund of the tax d>aid by them 
for being licensed to issue trading 
stamps. It appears that when tho Do- 
miuiou Trading SStump Company con- 
ducted an establishment in this city, it 
was considered expedient to agitate for 
a heavy tux to ho placed upon trading 
stamp vendors; and agreeing to this sug- 
gestion the council sought power from 
the legislature, and promptly put on a 
license amounting to Sii.oou pea- year. 
The firms who were Buffering because 
of the competition of the linns dealing 
ill trading stamps thought that their 
troubles were over; but tlio tax did not 
put the company aimed at out of busi- 
ness. The latter simply said they 
would refuse to pay the tax, that they 
would appeal against any conviction to 
a higher court. During the time the lit- 
igation was in progress, the various 
lirms who had petitioned for the imposi- 
tion of the tax thought it expedient to 
form a trading stamp company of their 
own. This was done, and forthwith the 
city proceeded to collect the license fee 
from them. This was paid under pro- 
test. Shortly afterwards the Dominion 
Trading Stamp Company withdrew 
from the city, without having paid the 
tax. Several times the local dealers 
forming the company which paid the 
big license fee have asked the city for 
a refund of the money, and [Messrs. 
Johns Bros, repeated the request last 
Monday night. The council, however, 
refused to further consider the matter, 
and nothing more will probably be heard 
of the matter. 

INSPECTING VICTORIA 
TERMINAL, 
A determination was reached during 
the week by His Worship Mayor Mc- 
Candless to make a trip of inspection, in 
company with City Engineer Topp on 
Thursday next over the Victoria Ter- 
minal Railway Company's system, in or- 
der to see that the terms of tho con- 
tract have been lived up to preparatory 
to the inauguration of the new service 
on .May 11 next.

Topp will make the round trip ns far as 
Cloverdnle. With the inauguration of 
the improved service commencing ou the 
date mentioned, the Railway Company 
will begin earning a nice little sum of 
money annually in the way of bonuses. 
Kef ore the new contract was made with 
the Victoria Terminal Railway Company 
the Victoria & Sidney Railway Com- 
pany was receiving $0,000 per annum 
from the city, and $0,000 from the pro- 
vincial government. The present com- 
pany having absorbed all the interests 
of the Victoria & Sidney Railway, tlieso 
bonuses, which will run some years yet) 
before expiration, will be paid over to 
them. Under the terms of the new agree- 
ment the city is to pay a bonus of $15,- 
000 per annum for il term of 20 years. 
Totalling up the various bonuses it will 
bo seen that the company will bo receiv- 
ing $30,000 per annum in aid from the 
public purse. The city will be called 
upon to pay its first contribution of $15.- 
000 on the 30th day of June, 1004, and 
to arrange to hand over a like amount 
each year for 10 consecutive years.

Nelson, whoso health was shattered 
with Mrs. 'Nelson, went to England and 
while on a visit to Dltuhley Dark in 
OxfOrdsliire; the seat of Lord Dillon 
his bivther-in-luw, he died and was laid 
to rest in the family mausoleum of that 
nobleman.

Manv other things conspired to make 
the Chinaman obnoxious to the white 
man.

The English pres*> -in commenting on 
this subject, points out that whenever 
the Chinese have been allowed to enU-r 
a whito man's country, they have been 
found to be extremely objectionable; m 
fact, so very objectionable, that it has 
always been found necessary to pass 
stringent and drastic laws for their ex- 
clusion or expulsion. As the history of 
the Chinese in 'America may be cou- 
siered as typical of that in other coun- 
tries, I will refer to it brielly, and at- 
tempt to i>oint out the faults and pe- 
culiarities which have made the Chinese 
so extremely obnoxious and objectionab'e 
to the imported American people. It 
should be distinctly understood that tho 
"American people" and "tho noble Am- 
erican workman" referred to in this ar- 
ticlo do not in any way relate to the 
sons of tho Pilgrim Fathers, but to a 
totally different kind of an American, 
manufactured out of a foreign work- 
man, who, by strikes of the most malig- 
nant kind, have driven every industry 
out of his own country except agricul- 
ture, and this would have followed if 
tho landowners could have moved the 
land. 

(First and foremost, it wa 



transfer; so. in due time, the heathen 
Chinee was introduced to tho mysteries 
of this great game. The game served, 
as had been exacted, dn changing the 
ownership of money, but not in the di- 
rection that tho white man had confi- 
dently hoped, for it is on record that 
the heathen Chinee, by "ways that wcr? 
dark and tricks that were vain," very 
soon collared all the cash, and this ' at 
the game he did not understand." And 
the cry went up : "We are ruined by 
Chinese cheno labor." 

At first it was believed that the heath- 
en might be content to remain a human 
machine for performing Tough and la- 
borious work which was, as a rule, dis- 
tasteful to the white man. But here 
again the wliite man deceived' himself, 
for no sooner had the Chinaman learnt 
a little English and accumulated a little 
capital than he went into trade, and, 
cur iously enough, by keeping his place 
clean and all his goods, in excellent or- 
der, and by selling cheap for cash, he 



was perfectly harmless, and certainly 
no more objectionable than the local 
article which was said to have a tongue 
of flame. All this is a matter of public 
record; and still the Chinaman went on 
as merrily as ever. 

A great deal has been said first and 
last regarding the Chinese taking their 
money out of the country instead of 
spending it in the country where they 
have earned it. The amount of gold 
accumulated by the Chinese being very 
considerable, tho people of California na- 
turally wished to retain It In the stale, 
but they demanded that the Chinaniau 
himself should be sent home. And here, 
again, tho truo cussedness of this re- 
markable race comes out in strong I'J- 
lief. They actually had the effrontery 
to say that they would be pleased to 
allow their money to renin in dn the 
country if they wore also allowed to re- 
main and invest it in business, but they 
absolutely refused to be separated from 
their money. They said if they 
forced to return to their own country, 
they proposed to take their earning* 
with them, much as; they loved Call 
furnia. It is only too evident that the 
heathen Chinese is a hopeless cas 
one can make money out of hen except 
the man who gives him a job. The 
heathen Chinee, as Bret Harte has said, 
is indeed "peculiar." lie bus. a large 
and highly-developed brain, the push ami 
resource of a live Yankee, the financial 
ami business ability of the Jcw/the cool- 
ness and acquisitiveness of the canny 
Scot, and the patient and temperate 
habits of the Turk, all rolled into one. 
Ho has the strength and toughness of 
a mule, the appetite and digestive pow- 
ers of an ostrich, and the staying quali- 
ties of a steam engine. 

It is said that the mine-owners require 
about 100,000 new men to work their 
mines. Does any one suppose if 100,000 
Chinamen are really imported, that ail 
of them can bo kept in prison in a state 
of slavery and returned to-tlieir native 
land at the expiration of their contract V 
Suppose thnt they overpower their guards 
and escape, who is to recapture them'.' 
Who could recapture them '/ If they are 
imported, some, or perhaps nearly all, 
will not be satisfied with being sent 
home at the expiration of their contract; 
they will want to stay a little longer 
and earn a little more money, ami the 
mine-owners AMU, without doubt, assist 
them to resist expulsion, with the result 
that they will remain and eventually 
scatter all over the country. What is 
to prevent them from acquiring small 
farms? As they are able to gel as- much 
off a ten-acre lot as a Boer does oft' a 
! very large farm, fruit and vegetables ><! 
the best quality would become extreme- 
ly cheap, the cost of living would lie re- 
duced, ami the importation of tinned 
foods greatly diminished 1 , or perhaps 
stopped altogether. 

I have already told the story of the 
iChinamnu in the States 1 , how the Ameri- 
cans loved them, but then- are other 
things which should be considered which 
I have not gone .fully into, and which 
ought to bo fully considered before this 
dangerous heathen is turned loose in 
'South Africa to come into contact with 
the simple-minded and guileless: 'Boer, 
the easy-going Afrikander, nud the good, 
the pious, and the rum-loving black. 

It is well known that there are a jrreat 
number of gold mines in South Africa, 
in which the quantity of gold is so small 
in proportion to the rock and earth, that 
it does not pay to work them. I think 
it in admitted by all, that the extent of 
these poor workings is almost IkuiihIIoss. 
Supixvse now that the Chinaman is im- 
ported in large numbers as suggested—- 
what will happen? Not only will the 
output of the rich, mines, which are now 
imperfectly worked by Macks, be great- 
ly increased, but a large number of the 
poor mines wMI! also be worked at a 
profit, and tho output of gold will, in a 
few years, amount to figures never 
dreamt of. Cold will become exceeding- 
ly cheap and abundant, pcrha]>s so very 
cheap that we should be glad tn accent 
Mr. William Bryan's 1<> to 1 standard, 
and Mr. Bryan for President.

At While Horse u large niim'ber of men 
are busy getting the steamers of the 
various companies ready for operation. 
The White Pass has all its steamers 
save four on the ways at White llorse. 
The entire fleet is ibe.ing overhauled, re- 
paired and cuulked in preparation for 
the season. Dr. Peter Scharschmiilt, 
river superintendent of the White Pass, 
as eurotite North from Victoria, nuJ 
should bo in White llorse by the first 
of .May. He is coming to prepare for 
the assignment of crews and to regulate 
the various runs for the boats. The 
Sybil, at Uootalinqua, will be the first 
of the company's fleet to get under way 
this season. The Bailey, the Bonanza 
ami tlie Zealandian, at .lack Fish Bay, 
iLnberge, are the only other craft of the 
White Patsa fleet not wintering at White 
Horse. 

Owing to tin' failing off of inward and 
outward travel to and .from, Dawson, 
wilh the advent of the wurui weather 
the White Pass company has begun to 
curtail its service. Stage will 'be dis- 
patched ns often as business warrants 
it until the river opens. The White 
tl'nss has had as high as thirteen 
drivers ami as many sttages engaged at 
once during the winter. 'Hut t'he rush 
of the season is over and the force of 
ribbou artists is rapidly being reduced. 
iPriicticully <ill tlie heavy shipments of 
freight which the White Pass is to 
briny in. this -winter have arrived at 
Dawson, and but few private outlits 
uru euroute. Tho supply of stock uow 
in the Dawson market may therefore 
be counted on to .serve the purpose of the 
camp, with perhaps a few additions, 
until the lirst bouts arrive from 'Hoota- 
liuqua and Labexgc next month. 

Frank Lowe, who has returned to 
Dawson from Victoria and Vancouver, 
said in an interview given to the New 

"The people of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria," have derived great benefit from 
"Dawson and the Yukon. Millions of dol- 
lars iu trade have been diverted to those 
cities and to the cattle men and farmers 
and fishermen of British Cohuubi.i 
through the tratlic which lias grown up 
in the North. The British Columbians 
can well afford to do something for this 
region. But very little has 'been done by 
British Columbia or its cities for the 
Yukon. What trade has goue to Brit- 
ish Columbia lias gone there simply 
because of the Canadian tariff forcing 
the people of the Yukon to trade in 
Canada in order to avoid duties. It '.s 
a wonder that the British Columbians 
would not make energetic strides to 
gather more trade aside from what has 
'been forced into their hands. if the 
British Columbians were alive to their 
own interest they would do everything 
within their power to promulgate the 
welfare and ' the thrift of the British 
Yukon. 'Seattle has held a big trade 
against them for years with the odds 
I heavily in favor of the British Colum- 
bians. 

If the miners of Duncan can secure 
machinery with which to operate dur- 
ing the coming summer the creek Avill 
outrival 'Bonanza, livery miner on tho 
stream is satisfied ns to its richness. 
The report is brought to Dawson by 
Corporal Piper, who has just returned 
from his second trip to the district. If 
machinery can be taken in there this 
summer Duncan creek will prove far 
richer than Bonanza. Pay has been lo- 
located for thirteen miles. The recent 
strike of rich pay on No. 14 below dis- 
covery on Bear Creek has given an 
impetus to prospecting all along the 
stream, and creek claim owners are 
energetically renewing- work with great- 
er vigor and hopes than ever. Some 
others above No. 14 have recently found 
milch better jmy than they had be- 
fore. 

Evan Thomas, a young miner, was 
killed in a tunnel on Cold hill by the 
cnvtllg-in of the roof. Before he coll id 
be dug out he had suffocated to death. 
Another man who was with him in the 
tunnel nt tin' time had a narrow escape.

toe. McCurdy, blew off his own head. 
MeCunKv'H body was found by Men- 
tenant Wheeler. OlcOurdy took his life 
while tin; man with whom he had been 
living was absent. The two men had 
occupied a cabin on the telegraph line. 
McCurdy is rc.ported to have been a man 
of apparently good judgment and good 
habits, A.ll the accounts Willi which he 
had to do wore in igood order. He 
'left no note explanatory of his rash act. 
IHe was from Pennsylvania.

NEW ASPECTS OF IMPERIAL DEFENCE 



By the Right Hon. Sir Charles W. Dilke, Bart, M.P., Author of "I mperial Defence," "The 

British Empire," Etc

TIT'IS startling ami shocking differ- 
ence of position between the Ad- 
miralty and the War Olliee at 
the Colonial Conference of the 
Coronation period has been universally 
condemned. All men have praised the 
Admiralty attitude as expressed in the 
memorandum on Sea .Tower laid before 
the Conference, and almost all men have 
blamed the speech of the Secretary of 
State for War. The chief points of at- 
tack have concerned the extent to which 
the .problem of Imperial defence was re- 
presented as one of invasion, under the 
possibility of the kiss of command of 
the sea, and the scheme which involved 
the maintenance, apart from regular 
troops to be sent abroad and garrisons, 
of "a home field army of another 120,- 
(MK) men," and "a large number"— some- 
where between 100.0(H) and 200,000— 
employed in various positions for tho de- 
fence "of London and for strategic posi- 
tions which might be threatened in case 
of invasion. 

Since the publication of the Blue-book, 
violent attacks upon the War Olliee 
have been made by a considerable num- 
ber of influential politicians who nr> 
supporters of tho administration— Sir 
Michael Hick^-Bench addressing bis con- 
stituents at Bristol, Mr. Churohill. Major 
Seoly, Mr. Beckett, and others, besides 
the ordinary critics of the War Olliee. 
who, for years past, have lost no op- 
portunity of pointing out those deficien- 
cies, the existence of which our South 
African experiences confirm. 
THE CO.LOX'IAL CONFERENCE 
MISINFORMED. 
There is, indeed, strong as those 
speeohe-H were, an understatement of tho 
case against the War Olliee, in all of 
them. In the tables of the military ex- j 
penditnre of the Empire which wore 
laid before the Colonial •Oonference there 
Was an extraordinary omission. Not a 
farthing was set down for the 
military expenditure of India. One 
such table was indeed not al- 
together inaccurate, for it was 
headed, by ''Sir Edward Button who 
prepared it, "Comparative cost of mili- 
tary and naval defence in Great Britain, 
her* self-governing colonies, and foreign 
nations." But the account there given 
of the Russian defence expenditure in- 
cluded the whole cost of the 'Russian 
Army in Central Asia ami Manchuria; 
and the account of the French expendi- 
ture on defence included that in Algeria, 
Senegal, ettc. and even in French pro- 
tectorates. The heading in our case was 
so dnvwn as- to exclude India and Crown 
color, i s, and it ought also to have in- 
cluc*' our military expenditure from 
Civil Etstinvates, which was, as a fact, 
omitted. 



' Our government prepared for the con- 
ference a series of ''Defence Appen- 
dices," of which the first was another 
table headed ••Defence Expenditure of 
the Empire." In this, as in Sir Edward 
Mutton's table. India was excluded, but 
in this case the sub-heading nils entire- 
ly incorrect, for it ran '•.British Empire, 
Military and Naval Expenditure, 1SUS- 
!>." Although thus headed it showed 
only the expenditure from the Army and 
Navy votes (apart from d/onii money) 
of the United Kingdom and of the self- 
governing polonies. iTJt (excluded ith.e 
enormous expenditure excluded from Sir 
Edward Button's table. 

The ordinary reader is absolutely mis- 
led by the omission from the British 
figures of not only the expenditure on 
wiir out of civil service estimates for 
tho troops Under the Foreign Office, ae 
for example in British East Africa, and 
under the Colonial Office, 'as for example 
the West Africa frontier force, rapidly 
increasing in cost and numbers, but 
also and nliovc all — the whole immense 
cost of Lndiati military expenditure. Yet 
a large part of the military expenditure 
of the Indian Empire is on white troops 
consisting of officers and men who are 
indistinguishable from those paid at 
home; many millions of the expenditure 
are actually incurred in and remitted 
to England, and the white troops, who 
are the costly portion of the Indian army, 
consist of men the first part of whose 
service, and the whole of whose reserve 
service make of them home troops. It 
is impossible with any regard to accur- 
acy to draw n line, as not only the War 
Ollleo but ninny critics of the War 
Olliee attempt to draw one, between 
British and Indian military expenditure. 
•THE T1IMES ARTICLES. 
Since the speech of Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach, we have had a series of articles 
in the Times on tlk- problem of the 
army, which have attracted considerable 
'attention, and the earlier of which, stat- 
ing the objections to Mr. Brodriek's 
scheme, were unanswerable. The de- 
finite suggestions of the later articles in 
the Times are more open to attnek. 

Personally I agree in nil that is old 
in the Times articles. The Times f ir 
very many years past has been a power- 
ful critic of J lie- War Office, and there 
is very much which has been common 
to all our criticisms. We all of us have 
learnt much from the Times in this ro- 
f,peot; but the body of criticism lias boon 
large an-d well-informed: it has been his- 
torical in growth, and it is not easy to 
attribute, with certainty, the paternity 
of any particular development. The I 
Times at all events is one of the oldest, I 
and has been one of the most consistent 
critics. The new developments in the 



I recent articles are perhaps unfortunate, 
hecillise .Mr. Rrodrh-k is able to attack 
lllio partienler suggestions which arc 
made for improvement, and, under cover 
of that attack, to ignore what is deadly 
in the description of his own scheme. The 
correspondent of the Times, for exam- 
ple, in his proposal to count South 
African service as home service, and to 
keep (Hie army corps permanently in 
South Africa, eight lino battalions in 
Cannda, and eight, line battalions in 
Western Australia, laid himself of course 
open to counter-stroke on the part of 
Mr. Brodriek. In such criticisms as 
those .which concern cost the chance r>'. 
desertion to t.he United States from Can- 
ada, the rick of desertion to civic em- 
ployment (unless the pay were vastly in- 
creased) in Western Australia,— all such 
points of details were obviously certain 
to ho urged, with possibly the unfor- 
tunate effects of overlaying what could 
not be met in the vivid description of the 
weak points of Mr. Brodriek. In some 
things the Times correspondent and Mr. j 
Brodriek are jointly open to criticism 
and jointly opposed to the old line of 
the Times itself. Both believe in in- 
vasion. Both, while paying lip homngo 
to "short service" are really long-ser- 
vice men, as regards the foreign peace' 
service army; the Times correspondent! 
desiring to increase the 7 or S years' 
service of the present day to S) years 
with the colors, although, indeed,- he al- 
lows option at tihe end of three; the re- 
formers being generally in favor of more 
complete elasticity. The Times corres- 
pondent also shows favor to Ion? service 
in desiring to increase the numbers of 
the Royal Garrison regiment 1 y 11 more 
battalions. I might contend that iho 
Times correspondent really has in vhvw 
the system which 1 have 'for years past 
advocated — of separate terms of service 
for our peace foreign-army (largely in- 
tended for the garrison of India), and 
for tilie portion of the army which is 
mainly intended for creating the reserve 
for wur. The Times correspondent 
would have one battallkm permanently 
abroad (the men of which would lie 
nine year men) to each one battalion 
permanently at home (which would con- 
sist mainly of three-year men). My 
own chief criticism of tihe Times cor- 
respondent would be that he looks for- 
ward to a decrease of charge which hi* 
.plan does not 'sufficiently explain, ami 
that both his system and iMr. Brodrick's 
must involve an increase of pay for the 
men from India if the right stamp of 
recruit is certainly to bo procured, 
t OTHER XEW CRITICS. 
This iMiint of cost or charge is ftp 
one iwhich is rapidly coming to the 
front; because Sir M. Hieks-Beaeh, Mr. 



Winston Churchill and Mr. Beckett n.re 
followed by many Conservative members 
in their (fierce attack upon t hi' costh- 
ue>vi of the present army scheme. 

As I have pointed out many altogether 
understate the cost, as, instead of being, 
as people think il is. only little more 
than the cost <>f the French army, our 
expenditure on land forces in the" Brit- 
ish Empire is nearly double that of the 
French Republic. Many of the now 
Conservative critics assume that we 
spend about 2!) millions on our army, 
and not much more upon our Meet; the 
fact being that the li'_ r ures for land 
forces (but not those for the navy) are 
enormously swelled by the expenditure 
of India and of the Colonies (almost 
entirely upon land forces). The Em- 
pire, outside of the United Kingdom, 
spends hardly anything upon the Navy. 
■Some of the new army critics, also 
being 'tierce eonnoniists, neglect the fact 
that, unless -we have a revolutionary 
(liange of system, Ave cannot stand as! 
we are in military expenditure, but 
must go forward, further and fast. The 
Times correspondent in his artticles ou 
the problem of the army does, although an 
economist, to some extent face this fact. 
ITe points out, for example, that the 
pay of the non-commissioned officers 
must be increased. 'But there must cer- 
tainly he an increase of pay. and an Im- 
provement of rood generally in the army, 
and an increase of expenditure upon the 
mounted branches and the Intelligence 
Department, so that .we cannot, with 
our present numbers itnd our present sys- 
tem, remain stationary, even at the 
present amount of expenditure upon land 
forces in the Empire or at home, incred- 
ibly large as that cost already is. More- 
over, it lnns'f be remembered that Mr. 
Brodrick's army .corps scheme and the 
previous increase of the ninny forced on 
him by the larger number of but I a lions 
abroad, as. for example, in South Af- 
rica, and the linked-battalion system 
which makes Unit increase necessitate an 
increase at home, wilt lead to a, growth 
of charge year by year apart from any 
further growth of numbers.

BREAK-DOWN OF ARMY CORPS. 
The new body of economists and army 

reformers of the eleventh hour, repre- 
sented by Sir M. Hicks-Bench, point 
j out with t rut It ' that the army corps sys- 
tem is not working at present. The rea- 
son is pretty obvious. A largo propor 
tion of tho !)(! battalions which ought 
to be available for the standard force at 
home are in South Africa. The 75 bat- 
talions 1 required for the three first army 
cor,ps are themselves not yet forthcom- 
ing. The result is that, as the Times 
correspondent explained in his second 
article, our prophecies have come true, 
and the arm;,- corps are only paper forces, 
offerimr no opportunity for training gen- 
erals or staff. At Aldershot in January 
there were 12 battalions instead of 2-t. 
for the first army corps; and the third 
division, though it had a commander, 
had no men in either of its brigades. 
The headquarters of the second corps at 
Salisbury had no infantry or cavalry. 
The second batch of three army corps 
consisting, generally speaking of auxil- 
iary forces, instead of regulars-, cannot 
yet be said to have any existence at all. 
The 'first corps becomes complete in May 
by the return from South Africa of a 
suinc'tent number of battalions of the 
line, but. the others must remain shadowy 
at present. Even supposing the original 
scheme of Mr. Brodriek to have been 
carried out in its entirety, three corps 
out of the six would consist, as regards 
their infantry, of militia and of the ■vol- 
unteers with short training in camp, 
supplied as their only cavalry .with yeo- 
manry going through too brief air an- 
nual training to lie lit for service as 
mounted troops. 

There is one point, as to the army 
corps system on which everyone agrees. 
It was pointed out by all of u« in the 
House of 'Oommo"K at the moment, ns 



her of the cabinet— -as Chancellor of tin

pire for defence in time of peace stands 
at 80 millions sterling, taking the low- 1 
est rate for the rupee, of which 52 mil- 1 
lions at least is for laud defence, never-! 
theless ill-secured; that without a com- ! 
plcto change of system these gigantic 
figures must rapidly increase, ami that, 
while all agree that in our case the navy 
ought to be predominant, no one seems 
able to control the AVnr Office, or to lim- 
it the expenditure upon land defence as. 
contrasted with naval preparation'!. The! 



on military details-, or upon proposals for 
increased expenditure, have shown their 
patriotism and their intelligence by go- 
ing to the root of this great question. 
They brought about the declaration of 
the Secretary of the Admiralty, Mr. 
Arnold-Forster, on the 20th .Tune, 1902, 
and the complete acceptance of that 
declaration by the Prime Minister on 
the Oth August. They have now forced 
on parliament and on the Prime Min- 
ister tho necessity of taking real action 
upon his declaration that "The problem 
of Imperial defence caunot be left to 
one department or to two departments 
acting separately." The utilization of 
the resources of the British Empire for 
war must be the business of the Ptrime 
Minister, who is above the War Ollico 
and the Admiralty, and who alone can 
lead the cabinet to co-ordinate the ef- 
forts of the two services. The differ- 
ence of attitude of the Admiralty and 
of the War Ollleo at the Colonial Con- 
ference has brought prominently before 
the public this need of co-ordination, 
which had long been present to the 
iiiiinls of those who had given thought 
to the matter. Smaller examples point- 
ing in the same direction have not been 
wanting. The Omrnrd agreement, the 
enquiry into steamship sub&idies, that, 
into the ma lining of the merchant licet 
as hearing upon our naval position, the 
debates as to food supply in war, and 
tho connect ed subject, of national "war 
insurance of shipping, all these matters 
have been attended to by the Board of 
Trade, as that of strategic cables litis 
been attended to by the Post. Office and 
the Treasury, because they were no 
one's business. The grounds given for 
the occupation of iWei-hni-wai, and the 
subsequent decision, and grounds giveai 
for it, in a contradictory sense, form a 
further illustration. It is essential to 
bring home to the country the respon- 
sibility of tin? cabinet as a whole, and 
of the Prime Minister in. particular, for 
obtaining the best direction to insure 
that continuity of policy as regards Im- 
perial defence which can alone check 
extravagance and inefficiency in the Wav 
Office.

Iu one of the quaint English story 
books <>r the lust century, where- the 
moral looms larger than the tale itself, 
there in aa account of a man who went 
through lite with an oiled feather in his 
hotel. By its magic aid creaking joint.-, 
stiff hinges and rusty bolts were van- 
quished one by one, and these jarring 
physical discords silenced. The moral 
atmosphere following in the wake of fcbp 
oiled feather became one of .smiling 
peace and sweet content for all con- 
cerned. 

To the modern housekeeper the oiled 
feather may still he commended. 

Nothing is more uselessly aggravating 
or more productive of "nerves" than the 
thousand and one unn^ces^eary noises 
that rasp and -irritate one, when the oiled 
feather, or its equivalent, might give 
.surcease of trouble. 

Take the creaking door. If the hinges 
seem rusty, wipe first with kerosene to 
cut the rust, then apply the piled feath- 
er, using any oil that does not become 




parnll'.ue on the wood grooves of a dumb 
waiter assist in keeping it "dumb," 
while soap or vaseline will do the same 
tor a creaky chair. 

For squeaky shoes try first soaking the 
solo in oil. Pour a small quantity of 
linseed or sweet oil upon an old plate 
or Hat dish, and allow the shoes to stand 
in it over night. In this way they not 
only usually lose the squeak, bat, being 
saturated with oil, become proof against 
damp. 

In extreme eases the only thing 
known as a sure cure for creaky shoes 
is French talc, and in this case the ser- 
\ ices of a cobbler must be called into 
requisition. Pry apart the leathers of 
the sole and blow in the talc, using an 
insect-powder bellows or a tube in the 
mouth; then sew up the sole. Or a 
shoemaker for five cents will drivo a 
little wooilen peg through the sole which 
will hold the pieces of leather of which 
it is composed together. 

In cases of sickness, the noise made 
by throwing coal on the tire may be 
obviated by putting the coal in paper 
bags, then laying it on the fire. 

The Banshee wailing that often comes 
through the speaking tube in windy 
weather may be laid low by a temporary 
(dug of wood or soft paper.

A rattling shutter frequently can oc 
tightened so as to keep silence by the. 
simple expedient of driving in a match 
or tootbipick where the slat is loosen-' 
ed. If the shits rattle, a large spool 
pushed U|lder the rod that goes through 
the middle will hold them still. 

■A vine or branch of a tree swaying 
against u window makes an eerie sound 
that may .be- obviated by judicious .prun- 
ing, if it cannot be tied back securely. 
A creaky hoard in the floor can usually 
be tightened- by hammering move secure 
]y to the joist. If this docs not ava- 
drive thin wedges into the cracks to 
tighten. 

A loose window casing also requires 
splinters driven in to tighten until the 
carpenter come.-? to "make a thorough 
job of it." 

A -whistling sound from the burniric 
gas indicates that unconsumod gas i.s 
cseii.ping through the burner.

THE QUESTION OF SHORT SKIRTS AND LONG. 



Such a multiplicity of styles as are 
now being placed before the public has 
rarely been seen before, and it requires 
cool judgment to know what to choose 
among the many bewildering pretty 
materials and designs that are furnished 
for gowns for morning, afternoon aud 
evening. There is an unusual variety 
of fashions for spring gowns; that is . 
for the first gowns that are put 011 for 
the street after the heavy winter ones 
are impossibly warm. The war still 
ranges on the question of short skirts 
and long, and, as i.s usual, the question 
is being settled in the most expensive 
manner — that is, every woman must 
have both. 

The cloth skirts that are made short 
clear the ground about one-half an inch, 
not more; the really short walking- 
skirt is reserved entirely for rainy-day 
gowns and for golf skirts, and the long 
skirt still trails many inches on the 
ground. Checked black-and-white uml 
blue-aud-white in shepherd's plaid or in 
the larger plaid gowns are smart for the 
moment. They have jaunty little coats, 
much trimmed with black-and-white 
braid or with black or white braid. 
While the skirts are plain, the jackets 
are elaborate, short as a rule, but with 
long straight tabs in front and not in 
the least on the tailor order, although 
with, supposedly tailor finish. The nine- 
gored skirt with a good Hare is a model 
that meets with general approval. The 
pleated skirts are, in addition to the 
pleats, trimmed with straps and bands 
in long lines or around the skirt. If the 
pleats are fastened down to a certain 
part of the skirt where the pleats Hare, 
there are ornaments of passementerie or 
braid at the top. Checked silk shirt- 
waists matching the cloth are worn with 
these gowns; also plain-colored ones or 
white ones. There is rarely a waist' 
made of the same material, and some- 
times the entire gown is of silk, made 
exactly on the lines of the cloth ones. 

The light-weight vicunas, camel's hair 
and zibolines are used -In street gowns, 
trimmed with mohair braid — that is. the 
Bilk-finished, that gives a very glossy- 
look. The colors are of glossy shades of 
blue, purple, green and brown, and there 
i.s a chiffon waist and a silk waist of 



just the same color. The coats are short 
fancv jackets, or three-quarter length, 
but made with the bell and the blouse 
effect in front, and with much trimming 
of the glossy braid. The sleeves are 
large, but above the elbow are of 
medium size; below they are hell- 
shaped, gathered into a cuff ot theshmy 
braid again. All these gowns have the 
short skirt, and also to be included 
among the short-skirted costumes must 
be those of veiling and etamine made 
with the coat nnd skirt style. It, is 
rather a new idea within the last few 
vears to have materials so thin us these 
made up in coats and skirts, but they 
have been satisfactory, and consequently 
are again in fashion. There are mohairs 
and pongees made in the same way. 
The mohairs are fascinating in coloring 
and in design, for this year there are 
more of the fancy mohairs than have 
been used for a long time. 

Anything more absolutely impractic- 
able for daily wear than the light cloth 
costumes that are turned out has never 
been seen. For midsummer (when they 
will be quite too warm) they might, ill 
the country, retain their freshness for 
a while, but in the cities these gowns 
seem most inappropriate. However, they 
are fashionable, and are included in 
every smart wardrobe. The lightest 
possible tans and grays, and, above all. 
white, are made up in long trailing 
skirts, trimmed witli the usual lace 
medallions and insertion or braiding, 
and with coats that are smart enough 
for evening wraps in themselves, long 
and covered with ornaments, of brum, 
passementerie and lace. There are many 
costumes, to be sure, which have the 
short coats, but 11s 11 rule there is a 
blouse waist to match the skirt, and 
then a long coat, which is 111 reality a 
wrap. 

] The nil-one-tone coior scheme is seen in 
these costumes of cloth and lace or 111 
the voilngs and lace. The smartest are 
in illative or the light tan or green; the 
latter will never be too popular, for it. Is 
very trying and just a little conspicuous, 
but there are some shades in it that are 
011 the turquoise thai are expuis-ite, bill 
always in the palefil shade. These 
skirts are long, not only at the hack, 
but in front and at the sides, so that il 
is impossible to hold them up. but then 
they are not expected to be held up.. 



They are for carriage wear or for re- 
ception wear, although, they are classed 
under the head of street gowns. 

Dainty negliges, tea gowns and mati- 
nees are siniiple in design, hut not. neces- 
sarily inexpensive. Accordion pleated 
effects are fashionable in silk, light 
wool, crepe de Chine and muslin, as 
well as chiffon. It would seem as 
though a chiffon garment of this kind 
would be most perishable, hut it is not. 
especially when made up with a lining 
of albatross cloth or light India silk, 
for the light silks make good linings in 
anything intended for summer. Many 
of these neglige garments have no lace 
at all on them; others are a mass of 
lace, but they are all loose and appar 
ently shapeless, fitting close only ove 
the shoulders, and from there hnngini 
in long lines. The sleeves are graceful 
if they hang loose from the shoulders, 
and are quite long. For practical pur- 
poses there are some veilings that are 
good for these garments, inexpensive 
and durable. 

Evening gowns of chiffon and lace are 
trimmed with quantities of ruchings of 
chiffon, as well as medallions of lace. 
The lines are much the same as they 
have been for a year or two, with the 
exception of the ruffled skirts, of which 
not many have yet been seen. The 
fancy models now have the Upper part 
of the skirt lilting close in tucks and 
outre deux and then a wide flare around 
the foot, made daring with pleated 
ruffles of chiffon or mousselino do soie 
and an inside flounce of taffeta, all of

When tlib. oil is very hot, 
break in the spermaceti and wax; when 
that is melted, put in lunoline and stir 
constantly until it is thoroughly incor- 
porated. Put in the borax, then pour 
in the rose-water, take off the lire and 
lift bowl into another pan with cold 
water in it, and beat until it is a white, 
creamy mass. Do not stop stirring it 
until it is all done. Use a wooden paper- 
knife or a small wooden spoon. Have 
your jars ready, and when the creiiui is 
thoroughly beaten, put iu the jars, leave 
until cold, then cover. The cream should 
leave the sides of the bowl perfectly 
free from stickiness. It will cost from 
!X) ceuts to §1 for the ingredients. 
THE TEETH. 

To whiten the teeth, dissolve two 
ounces of borax in three pints of hot 
.water, and before it is cold add a tea- 
spoonful tincture myrrh and a table- 
spoonful spirits of camphor.

L se a wineglassful to a glass of tepid 
water. If used daily it whitens the 
teeth and arrests tartar. A good tooth- 
powder is made from half an ounce 
Peruvian bark, powdered, quarter of 1111 
ounce pulverized chalk, quarter of an 
ounce orris root.

LUNCHEON CLOTHS IN 16th CENTURY SPANISH 



(By Clara t», KoUogg.) 
These luncheon cloths may be used in 
various ways— for small table-covers, 
centres over cloths, teas, or on polished 
tables for luncheons, for fruit luncheons, 
salad, Dutch, chafing dish or course 
luncheons. This Spanish couching and 
lace stitchery is very effective in the 
Oriental colorings— of old sorrel greens, 
oyster grays, burnt orange salmons, iri- 
descent blues and greens blended, golds 
and blacks. This Oriental embroidery 
is in Oriental stitch mostly (couching the 
lying down of threads), and a dnrk- 



colored stem-stitch hands each part, 
bringing out the colors most effectively. 
This is also iu gold thread when white 
and gold embroidery is used, as in the 
horse chestnut or buckeye design. Then 
this corded frame to the lace stitches 
and couching is formed by the use of 
wash gold thread stitched on, pinning 
the frame to the design. In this lace 
and Oriental Spanish work n good deal 
of labor is saved and a pleasant tint 
stitch obtaiued all in surface work, and 
is durable for wear. 

No, 1 shows the whole of the design 
in this Oriental couching stitch in the 
old colorings, outlined with a hunter's 




j green. This is on n plain round thread 
linen, and the ornament of the design is 
; all in this couching stitch, which is the 
j lying down of threads— that is, threads 
extending from tip to base in even, close 
rows until a thick, smooth surface of 
silk is formed, all on the surface and 
keeping the form; then. with, two 
single threads of floss, this is bunded at 
intervals in the opposite direction; then, 
j beginning at tip, catch down these long, 
! last made-over stitches by tiny stitches 
j in rows • forming over the whole little 
squares, one stitch being directly over 
i the other, edges quite even, and stitches 
' also, producing a Hat, beautiful, glossy 
stitch, effective and sure to wear well. 
Few stitches equal it iu severity, but its 
ehnrm is great and shows to its best 
advantage the beauty of the silk, iis 
gloss and evenness of stitchery. This 
si itch may be used on most designs that 
are of the conventional form. 

In No. 1> lunch cloth same Oriental 
couching is used in the horse chestnut, 
nnd the leaves are in lace stitch of I 
creamy white ami veined and outlined, 
with couchings of Japanese gold thread 
making the cloth all white and -go]' 
which goes well wilh most china. This 
'•loth is most beautiful used as a "be- 
tween meal cloth,',' and the horse chest- 
nuts and their foliage form an entire 
border to this yard and n half square 
cloth made of heavy wound thread 
linen. 

Nos. 3 nnd -l represent Florentine 
work of the seventeenth century. Both 
of these are wrought in the finest of 
fancy stitches on Japanese linen. This 
is the most silky aud sheerest of the 



filmy linens, most durable, as there 
seems to be no wear-out to it. It is 
commonly called pineapple linen or 
gauze. No pains have been spared in 
bringing these delicately fine linens to 
perfection. They are really made in 
the Philippine Islands and aro taken to 
Japan to be woven, where a more beau- 
tifully line and even weave can be ob- 
tained, and they are .even more silky 
after laundering. These Florentine f incv 
si itches are just suited to this filmy 
linen, and in No. 3 the palest of pastel 
or opalescent colorings are used, palest 
or salmons, uiles, grays, browns, pinks 
and white, graduated in the disks, and
